No Further Armistice. 

Dr. Daneff,“ head of the Bulgarian 
delegation, in an interview in Paris 
tonight, said he had promised Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British foreign secre- 
tary, that if the Turks immediately 
accepted the allies’ conditions, they 
would conclude peace, but whatever 
happened there would be further 
armistice. 

Sir. Edward Grey had a long inter- 
view with the king today, after which 
iy attended a brief meeting of the 
ambassadorial conference, but nothing 
of importance was transacted. 

Osman Nizami Pasha, the second 
Turkish delegate, will leave London 
tomorrow to resume his ambassadorial 
duties at Berlin. He sald this even- 
ing that from information received 
from military sources he beHeved the 
allies underestimated the condition of 
the Turkish army, and would find 
themselves confronted by a redoubt- 
able enemy—the best Mussulman war- 
veterans from Arabia who had

Miss Regina Rambo, of Marietta, well 
known through her interest in the con- 
federate veterans, was rushed to At- 
lanta yesterday from her winter home 
in Florida for the Pasteur treatment, 
The little daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Julius DeGive, of this city, was 
bitten by another dog, and has also 
been brought here to take the pre- 
cautionary treatment. 

The little winter resort called Rock- 
ledge, where the Rambos, DeGives and 
others make their winter homes, was 
thrown into the wildest excitement 
when it became known that the dogs 
which had bitten their mistresses were 
infected with the rabies, and the mayor 
@ave all owners of dogs a day's n>- 
tice in which to either kill or tie up 
every dog within the city limits. 

Miss Rambo’s pet died the day fol- 
lowing its attack upon her, and its 
head was sent to Jacksonville, from 
whence a telegraphic report showed 
that it was infected. 

Taking the matter as cooly as though 
it was nothing more than an ordinary 
occurrence, Miss Rambo is being treat- 
ed by the Pasteur method, 
ing light at any danger that may re- 
sult from rabies. She was bitten twice 
by the dog before she could stop its 
attack upon her. One time the ani- 
mal’s teeth pierced her ankle, and as 
she attempted to break its grip it 
turned and struck her on the hand. 

At the time the pet was siek and 
she was trving to give it medicine, 


and mak- | 
Mr. 


thinking that it had merely got hurt 
while in a fight between several other 
dogs on the place that had awakened 
the family early that morning. 
Shortly after the Marietta girl was 
bitten, Dr. Sterett, a resident of Rock- 
ledge, was attacked by a mad dog and 
seriously bitten. Before a day had 
passed he had developed 102 degrees 


of fever and it is feared that the rabies, 


will develop upon him. He is now tak- 
ing treatment from serum ordered from 
Jacksonville, but may also be brought 
here. 

Only the fact that it was six days 
from the time that the dogs in the 
town went mad and bit the three peo- 
Ple gives their friends any worry as 
to their early recovery, as all are tak- 
ing every precaution and fatalities 
where the Pasteur treatment is used 
are rare. 

During the time that no 
was being given Rockledge people were 
telegraphing to Jacksonville and to 
Atlanta in a vain effort to have serum 
shipped to them. For some reason 
it did not come and Sunday Miss Rambo 
started to Atlanta. On the next train 
and Mrs. DeGive brought their 
little daughter. 

Miss Rambo is making her home at 
present with Governor and Mrs. Brown 
at the executive manston and, but for 
the fact that she visits the state board 
of health for treatment each day, is 
leading the same normal outdoor life 
to which she has been accustomed.

Declares Promoter ‘Robbed

Says Armistead Should be Jailed 

“if I were to tell the court what I 
think of this matter,’ said Colonel 
Dean, “I would be in jail, but every- 
body.from Rabun Gap to Tybee Light 
knows that Armistead ought to be in 
jail. 

“Armistead has drawn since he or- 
ganized the company some $300,000 to 
$400,000 from the coffers of the Cos-

CANDLER SCORES WOODWARD 


“Message Has Gotten Under Some- 
body’s Skin,”’ Says Mayor After 
Council Meeting. 


The suggestion of a $128,000 “slush” 
or corruption fund, flaunted at council 
by Mayor James G. Woodward, in his 
message vetoing the $75,000 crematory 
appropriation, brought the first clash 
of the city powers Monday afternoon. 

The mayor told council that the en- 


j tire cogt of the Milwaukee plant was 


$250,000 fcr a 300-ton plant, and that 


. 
the New York Destructor company was 


charging $378,000 for a 250-ton plant. 

“Atlanta is pay $128,000 more 
than Milwaukee, and gets a plant of 
50 tons less in capacity,” the mayor 
said in his message. “The general 
plans of the Destructor company's fur- 
naces are patented, and are the same 
in both instances. : 

Why This Difference in Cost? 

“Then, why this excessive difference 
in cost? 

‘Is it possible that this excess money 
is to be used as a slush or corruption 
fund?’ 

The stinging message of the mayor 
was denounced as an outrageous insult 
by Alderman John S. Candler. He 
charged that some of the statements 
made in the message were glaring 
misstatements.. He facetiously referred 
to the crematory as the “pet baby” of’ 
two influences—the editors of two 
newspapers. 

By a vote of 18 against 8, the reso- 
lution of Aldérman Candler to table 
the vote until next Monday, when 
council will meet in special session, 
was adopted. 

Hopkins Drew Legal Brief. 

Councilman Albert Thompson, of the 
fourth ward, after making a state- 
ment that Charles T: Hopkins, the at- 
torney, drew up the message of the 
mayor, offered a resolution asking the 
mayor to transmit to council the name 
of the attorney he employed. The 
résolution was adopted. 

Mayor Woodward declared, following 
the stormy’ council session, that it was 
nobody’s business who he employed. 
He admitted that Attorney Hopkins 
drew up the legal brief submitted 
along with his message. 

“What difference does it make who 
drew up the brief?” the mayor asked. 
“It's law. Anyone could have drawn 
it up. If they don’t believe it is the 
law let them refer to the books. 

Facts Speak, Says Woodward. 

“It seems that the message has got- 
ten under somebody's skin,” he con- 
tinued. “As for Judge Candler’s gen- 
eral statement, I have nothing to say. 
The facts speak. I will say, however, 
that if there has been a misstatement 
that in 1912 illegal contracts to the ex- 
tent of $530,242.23 Were passed up, I' 
got my figures from the comptroller 
general.”’ 

In his denunciation of the veto 
message of the mayor, particularly the 
suggestion of a slush fund, Alderman 
Candler sad: 

“I have listened to the reading of the 
message with ill-disguised impatience, 
and I want to say that a more vituper- 
ous, vindictlie, vicious and venomous 
paper than the one just read has never 
been sent to a body of gentlemen - whoa 
are honestly trying to handle public 
affairs to the best of their ability.

Correspondents Barred. 

The Turkish government, like that of 
Bulgaria, will not allow newspaper 
corespondents to acompany the armies 
in the field. Mahmoud Shefket Pasha, 
the grand visser, stated emphatically 
today that he would not allow any cor- 
within 20 miles of the 
lines. 

The finances of all the states con- 
cerned in the war are in a condition 
of demoralization. Turkey will emerge 
from the conflict practically bankrupt. 

The European powers are so inter- 
ested in Ottoman finances that a 
scheme is being developed, both to 
safeguard foreign investors and to 
protect the Turkish treasury against 
mismanagement. An extension of Eu- 
ropean control is contemplated. The 
main creditors of Turkey being Ger- 
many, France and Great Britain, both 
the triple alliance and the triple en- 
tente are interested in the success of 
this scheme. 
TURKISH ARMY IS SEETHING 

WITH THE GERM OF REVOLT 

Berlin, February 3.—Some indication 
of the trouble which the young Turks 
are having with the Turkish army is 
fotind in the dispatches receeived here 
today. The army apears to be seeth- 
ing with the germ of revolt because 
of the assassination of Nazim Pasha, 
its beloved commander-tin-chief. 

Enver Bey, the young Turk leader, 
who took such a prominent part in re- 
cent events In the capital, today went 
in an automobile to the headquarters 
of the army at HademkKeui, in order 
to win the support of the troops, but 
the soldiery forcibly prevented him 
from alighting.

CLEAR THE CHARTER TRACK. 


It is to be hoped that opposition to the 
new city charter, fear of which has been 
expressed by Mayor Woodward, will not 
materialize either before the committee of 
twenty-five or council itself. 

The progress recorded thus far by the 
whole committee and the subcommittee has 
been so smooth and devold of dissension 
and obstacle that it is not pleasant to con- 
template an organized effort to thwart the 
will of the people. 

There will, of course, be minor correc- 
tions and revisions in the preliminary draft 
that will involuntarily suggest themselves 
even to the unquestioned friends of charter 
revision. The subcommittee in charge of 
tentatively framing the document is a strong 
one, butis not omniscient. Where it is shown 
conclusively that their work can be better 
or simplified, there is little doubt that the 
members will cordially agree to such modi- 
fication. 

But neither they nor any of the mem- 
bers of the full committee should, or we 
believe will, for an instant countenance open 
or covert attempts to emasculate charter 
revision. Even were they so minded, they 
would bring upon themselves a concen- 
trated public disapproval unmistakable in 
scope and expression.

CHILDREN AND TROLLEYS. 


Every parent in Atlanta should read the 
analytical study of street car, accidents in 
this city as set forth by Chairman Lowen- 
stein, of the chamber of commerce commit- 
tee on public safety. Trolley cars have 
taken toll of six child lives in Atlanta in as 
many months. Mr. Lowenstein believes 
that there are two causes—insufficient de- 
fense by fenders, and neglect of parents in 
warning their children of danger from street 
cars. 

The fender phase can or should be rem- 
edied with nominal delay. The life of one 
child is worth several times what it would 
cost to install an adequate system of fend- 
ers on the local cars. Should expert and 
unbiased opinion decide that another type 
should be substituted for that now in use 
on the trolleys, action should at once be 
required of the company. 

But accidents not only from trolleys but 
as well from autos, horses and vehicles in 
general will continue unless fathers and 
mothers are more explicit emphatic 
in warning their children of the perils of

city thoroughfares. 

From the day that the child is able to 
toddle, he or she should be literally schooled 
to avoid harm by keeping on the sidewalks 
as far as possible; by crossing the street, 
when necessary, with the greatest care; 
and, above all things, to refrain from using 
the streets as playgrounds. 

Motormen, chauffeurs and drivers are 
under obligation to exert due vigilance. 
They cannot be expected to bear atl of the 
burden of preserving life on the highways. 
That is a two-sided task, and the young and 
thoughtless child must be persistently and 
intelligently instructed as to his share in 
its discharge.

HE GOES OUT BRAGGING. 


Weird and wonderful is the viewpoint of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. In his lat- 
est, and also last, annual report, he faith- 
fully indexes every scrap of achievement in 
the postal service during the past four 
years, but reaches his piece de resistance 
when he points with glowing pride to the 
alleged fact that during his administration 
the cost of the department to the govern- 
ment has been reduced $45,000,000. 

To be sure it has. So far as that is 
concerned, the saving could have been run 
up to $100,000,000 or even inore. Had the 
ingenuous postmaster general developed just 
a little more audacity, he could have pruned 
and pruned the upkeep of the service until, 
like the farmer's horse who was learning to 
live on wind, it could have been maintained 
on nothing whatever but wind. 
died, and the department would have given 
a first-class imitation of being in extremis. 
In the meantime, the postmaster could have 
plumed himself on the tremendous saving 
to the treasury. 

Economy is a desirable thing. When it 
is conducted at the cost of efficiency, as it 
has been from the first moment of the 
Hitchcock regime, it becomes a drag and 
a curse. Southern business men have had 
a taste of the Hitchcock conception of “ef. 
ficiency” in depleted and disintegrating mail 
facilities; further, in a broadcast system 
of espionage and repression which, accord- 
ing to a speech made recently by James 
Hamilton Lewis in Chicago, threatens the 
very fundamentals of American government.

Judge Davis, “I met an elderly man with 
whom I got into friendly conversation. He 
told me that in his younger days he lived at 
the little ,village of Presque Isle.”

“The old gentleman sald that -while he 
had no recollection of the death of General 
Wayne, yet he vividly recalled the disinter- 
ment of General Wayne’s remains. 

“He sald that there came from the county 
of Chester, Pa., or gne of its suburban vil- 
lages, a little party of men who said they 
were authorized to search for the remains 
of General Wayne and to take them to his 
native village In Chester county. The people 
of that county had awakened to the fact 
that one of the heroes of the revolution was 
a native of the county and that he lay in an 
unrecognized grave on the shores of Lake 
Erie. They decided to have the remains 
taken to Chester county and reinterred with 
honors, the place subsequently to be marked 
with a permanent and appropriate monu- 
ment. 

“The old gentleman told me,” continued 
Judge Davis, “that he was one of those who 
made search for General Wayne's grave. 
He thought it was about the vear 1810. If 
it were in that year, General Wayne had 
been buried fourteen years. 

“They had great difficulty at first in 
deciding where the grave was, and, tn fact, 
or three mistakes were made. They 
were doubtful about being able to 
recognize by any identifying mark the re- 
mains of General Wayne. 

“At last, the old gentleman continued, 
they disinterred what remained of a coffin 
and, having opened it, they saw a skull and 
also a military uniform. The ravages had 
practically left nothing but the skeleton 
and the uniform. These ravages had 
scarcely impaired the untform. The insignta 
of a major-general were upon the coat, and 
that was sufficient thoroughly to identify 
the mortal remains of General Wayne. Very 
tenderly and carefully these remains swere 
reincased, uniform and all, and were con- 
veyed to Chester county, Pa. : 

“‘Years afterward,’ said the old gentlile- 
man, ‘I was visiting Philadelphia, and took 
advantage of the opportunity to go to Ches- 
ter county. There I saw the grave and the 
handsome monument erected over it in mem- 
ory of General Anthony Wayne.’ ”’

A FAKE CROWN PRINCE 
OF FRANCE. 


When Louis XVI., the French king, was 
beheaded, as was also his wife, Queen Marte 
Antoinette, in 1793, their little son, Known 
as the “Dauphin,” the crown prince of 
France, was thrown into a dungeon, and was 
there given such unspeakably horrible treat- 
ment, that, according to history, he died two 
years later. This apparently was the end of 
the royal family who reigned over France 
when the revolution broke out. 

Did the Dauphin die in prison? is one of 
the great mysteries at the French court. It 
is to be presumed that he did, because his- 
tory says s0, but when the monarchy was 
restored in 1815 there arose in different sec- 
tions voung meh who claimed to be the 
crown prince of France, and several of them 
succeeded in drawing to their side many 
loyal adherents. The most conspicuous of 
these were Eleazer Williams, a New York 
state clergyman, who really believed himself 
to be the Dauphin, but was modest enough 
to refuse to assert his alleged royal rights. 
Another, and the most aggressive of all the 
pretenders, was one Naundorff, who so 
stoutly maintained his claim that several his- 
torians, the Dutch government and a throng 
of hot-headed royalists of France firmly be- 
lieved in him. 

When the monarchy was restored, had the 
little Dauphin been living, naturally he 
would have been entitled to the throne, but 
as he was dead, at least in the minds of the 
French people generally, the crown went to 
a member of a younger branch of the royal 
Bourbon line. But when a decision was try- 
ing to be.reached as to who was the closest 
kin to Louis XIV. the French people were 
startled to learn that Naundorff claimed he 


was the Dauphin. At the time he was living 


@9 the son of a Prussian locksmith. His age 
corresponded exactly with that of the 
Dauphin, and in features he resembled him 
Very closely. When he began telling his 
story there was no doubt that he was pos- 
sessed of a most vivid imagination or had 
been carefully coached by a number of poll- 
ticians who hoped for advancement by plac- 
ing him on the French throne. 

Briefly, the story told by Naundorff was 
as follows: He said that as he lay’ ill in 
Prison in 1795 a pauper’s tmbecile son was 
carried into the cell in his place. This second 
lad either died or was killed. Naundorff was 
drugged, put into a coffin, and exhibited to 
the authorities. Then he was secretly spirited 
away by friends, and the coffin was filled 
with stones and interred. He was ten years 
old at that time. The conspirators who had 
rescued the child took him to Venice, and 
there enemies kidnaped him and shut him 
up in Strasbourg fortress. Later he was 
moved by night to a dungeon somewhere— 
where he claimed there were “rats as large 
as rabbits.” Four years he remained there, 
when he was again rescued and was arrested 
by the French as a spy, but he finally es- 
caped and made his way to Germany. In 
Berlin he went to work as a watchmaker, and 
called himself “Charles William Naundorff.” 

This is the story that was generally cir- 
culated through Europe. It had been told 
and retold quit often, but the claimant made 
no effort to come into his “rights,” and it 
was not until 1834 that he had gathered 
about him sufficient followers to make any 
kind of a showing. He removed to Holland. 
where he married, and where he was able to 
convince the Dutch government that he was 
really “Charles Louis de Bourbon, duke of 
Normandy and king of France.” He was able 
to fool even so well-known a historian as 
Comte d’Herisson, who wrote a book itn after 
years declaring Naundorff was the lost 
Dauphin. Some of Naundorff’s followers af- 
firmed that even the pope had been con- 
vinced, but the only document tn the vatican 
that bears on the case is a papal brief which 
denounces Naundorff as an imposter. 

When Naundorff died, in 1843, he was 
buried at Delft, Holland, where his tomb is 
inscribed “Here lies Louis XVIL, Duke of 
Normandy and King of France.” His son 
Charles carried on the fight for recognition, 
and tn 1851 brought suit in the French court 
to substantiate his claim, but he lost the 
case, and in 1874 another trial brought the 
same result. There is the possibility of a 
doubt that the little Dauphin died in 1795, 
for history contains a number of incidents 
which in many ways correspond with the 
story told by Naundorf.

Only recently was reported the death in 
New Jersey of William Rankin, who had 
passed his one hundredth year mark, and 
was at the time of his decease “the oldest 
living college graduate” In the United States. 
He received his degree and diploma from 
Williams college, in 1831, and held them for 
over eighty-one years—a really wonderful 
record. 

The successor to the title, “the oldest liv- 
ing college graduate,” as nearly as I can dis- 
cover, is J. Hemphill, who graduated from 
Washington and Jefferson college, at Wash- 
ington, Pa., in the class of 1833, but I do not 
know where Mr. Hemphill now resides. For 
the time of his graduation his name was tra- 
ditionally a southern family patronymic, and, 
therefore, he ought to be living somewhere 
in the region between the Potomac and the 
Savannah rivers. He was on the “ad sum” 
list less than a year ago. 

The next oldest in the list is J. F. Mesick, 
who graduated from Rutgers college, New 
Brunswick, N. J., in 1834, and he is followed 
by G. F. Leakin, who took his diploma from 
Princeton university in 1835. 

Harvard's oldest living graduate, at the 
last report, was J. T. Coolidge—Bostonian, 
of course-—-who got his sheepskin in 1888, 
while the dean of Yale graduates is D. —. At- 
water, of the class of 1839. 

The veteran graduate of the United States 
Military academy is General Simon Bolivar 
Buckner, of Kentucky, whose brilliant records 
in the old army and in that of the confed- 
erate states, need no attempted ornamenta- 
tion by my pen, and it couldn't, if I would 
let it, make more comic his 1896 race for the 
vice presidency behind old General Palmer, 
of gold-democracy notoriety. 

The eldest alumnus of the United States 
naval academy is Rear Admiral John H. Up- 
shaw, retired, now of Washington City, whe 
graduated at Annapolis in 1847. 

From southern colleges the oldest living 
graduate reported is Rev. James Park, of 
Knoxville, Tenn. who took hig bachelor’s 
degree from the University of Tennessee, 
went thence to Princeton Theological semi- 
nary, and is registered also as the oldest liv- 
ing alumnus of that famous Institution. Hun- 
dreds of Atlantans, former residents of Ten- 
nessee, will remember Dr. Park, just as I 
recall that he was one of the first preachers 
I was privileged to hear deliver a sermon in 
the Presbyterian church that my grandfather 
builded, and of which he was a ruling elder. 

The next oldest southern graduates are H. 
Newton, of the University of Georgia, and 
J. W. Broadnax, of the University of North 
Carolina, both of whom came through in 
1841. 

After them come Dr. R. W. Lovett, who 
graduated from Emory college in 1843, and 
Hon. William Richardson, who the same year 
received his degree from the University of 
Alabama. 

Before me is a list of some 250 oldest 
graduates of as many notable institutions, 
yet out of the array only one name stands 
up as distinctly and nationally famous for 
large and good works. That is the name of 
Rey. Dr. BP. S. Henson, the eminent Baptist 
preacher and lecturer, now active in Boston, 
tle was born over eigiity years ago in Lynch- 
burg. Va., and graduated from Richmond col- 
lege in 1849. He has filled many great pul- 
pits from Chicago to Boston, thrilled thou- . 
sands of church chautauqua and lecture audi- 
ences with his ¢loquence, charmed them by 
his humor and enthralled them with his per- 
suasive sermons. 

The oldest living woman graduate seems 
to be Mrs. A. Burdick, who received her 
diploma from Alfred university, Alfred, N. Y., 
in the year 1847. Yet it may be that the 
Wesleyan female college, at Macon, has on 
its record a living graduate of a class prior 
to 1847. 

By the way, The Outlook some months 
ago, with the knowledge and consent of Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, awarded the honor to an insti- 
tution in Ohio of being “the first distinctively - 
woman's college in the United States.” That 
was a flagrant error of history, and, I am 
sure, an unintended injustice to our Wesleyan 
Female college at Macon. 

On looking the facts over I find that Wes- 
leyan was fully chartered as a female col- 
lege, with authority to grant degrees, in 1836, 
while Muskingum college, at New Concord, 
Ohio, was incorporated as an academy in 
1837, and not given 4 collegiate charter until 
some years later. The Western College for 
Women, at Oxford, Ohio, was not chartered 
as a full-fledged female college until 1855, 

It might profitably iron out a wrinkle in 
educational history to call Dr. Abbott’s attea- 
tien to the eae facts. — : :

Under the ruling, he maintained, 
the roads, if they found the new rule 
worked a hardship, should have merely 
refused to cemply with the order. Then 
they would have been Hable to agauit 
brought hy the governor under the 
commission act of 1907, and the matter 
would thus have been put before tho 
courts. 

In rebutting this, the roads claimed 
that this action would have made them 
liable to numerous fines; not only from 
the state, »ut from private individuals,

INELSON CASE ruFS 


Another Attempt to Put Kansas 
City Editor in Jail Is 
Blocked. 


J. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 3.—An- 
other attempt to place William R. Nel- 
son, editor and owner of The Kansas 
City Star, in jail for contempt of court, 
was blocked today, when Sheriff Win- 
Stanley, in the Kansas City court of 
appeals, repudiated a motion filed In 
his name by “friends of the court” of 
Circuit Judge Joseph A. Guthrie, asK- 
ing that a writ of habeas corpus, on 
which Mr. Nelson was released Satur- 
j}day, be quashed. 

The appellate court then certified 
the case to the state supreme court. 
In the regular order of the docket 
months may elapse before the case can 
be heard. In the meantime the status 
of Mr. Nelson will not be changed. 

The court made no reference to the 
filing of the application for the dis- 
missal of the motion, save that it made 
no difference in the case whether the 
motion stood or not, since the court 
had sufficient doubt as to jurisdiction 
to prompt reference to the higher tri- 
bunal. 

Attorndy O. H. Dean, one of the seven 
“friends of the court,” whose names 
were affixed to the motion to quash, 
told the three judges of the court of 
appeals. that the sheriff's name had 
been placed on the motion on verbal 
assurance from Judge Guthrie that 
the sheriff approved the signature. It 
was Judge Guthrie who sentenced Mr. 
Nelson to one day in jail for contempt 
for printing a criticism of the court 
that Judge Guthrie held was unfair.

Representa- 
tive Champ Clark championed the 
amendment as making accumulated 
wealth pay its just burden of taxation.

Alabama Acted First. 


The states were slow in ratifying the 
amendment. Alabama had the honor 
of being the first and only state to ap- 
prove the change during 1909. Within 
less than a month from the date of 
action by congress, the Alabama legis- 
lature had voted unanimously in favor 
of the amendment. 

In 19190, Georgia, Tllinois Kentucky, 
Maryland, Mississippi, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina and Texas-voted to ratify the 
amendment. In 1911, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia. Colorado, Idaho, Indiana, lowa, 
Kansas. Maine, Michigan, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New York, 
Oregon, Tennessee, South Dakota, 
Washington and Wisconsin gave their 
approval. In 1912 Arizona, Louisiana 
and Minnesota voted for ratification. 
Thus thirty-four states had acted af- 
firm®ativelv on the proposal. Connectl- 
eut. New Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Utah by this time had rejected the 
amendment. : 

A notable incident occurred in Ar- 
kansas during the consideration of the 
amendment. Both houses of the legis- 
lature passed a resolution of approval, 
but Governor Donaghey “vetoed” it. 
This “veto” at once raised a nice con- 
stitutional question. Representative 
Robinson, of Arkansas, made a speech 
in the house at Washington, in which 
he challenged the right of a governor 
to pass upon the measure. It was ssid 
to be the first time a governor had at- 
tempted t»% veto ratification, although 
it had been customary for governors 
to add their approval.

9 being sold to the Rochester club in 
1910. 

Whitey played with Rochester in 
1910 and 1911, and was purchased that 
fall by Atlanta, joining the locals at 
the start of the 1912 campaign, and 
playing brilliantly throughout. He 
succeeded Charley Hemphill as man- 
ager of the team towards the close of 


the season, but the club was so dis- 


organized that even the change of 
heads mattered little. 

Whitey batted .286 last season and 
was considered the timeliest hitter on 
the team.

Washington, February 3.—The § su- 
preme court today dismissed the ap- 
peal of Jack Johnson, the negro pugli- 
list, indicted in Chicago on charges of 
violating the federal white slave act, 
from the decision of the federal court 
of northern Illinois. 

Johnson's appeal was from the IIli- 
nois federal court's refusal to sustain 
a writ of habeas corpus by which the 
lawyers sought to test the constitu- 
of the white slave act, in 
Violation of which Johnson was 
charged with transporting in Iinter- 
state commerce Belle Schreiber from 
Pittsburg to Chicago for immoral pur- 
poses, 

Justice Lamar announced the de- 
cision of the court, which held that a 
rerson was not entitled to raise the 
constitutionality of law on habeas 
corpus unless other means of testing 
its validity had been exhausted. In the 
meantime, tne court polnted out, John- 
son had been released On Dall. 

The court did not pass on the con- 
stitutionality of the law in any par- 
ticular.

Famous Abyssinian Monarch 
Is Succeeded by Prince 
Lidj Jeassu. 


London, February 3.—King Menelik, 
of Abyssinia, 1s dead, according to a 
dispatch received here from  Addis- 
Abeba, today. His successor, Prince 
Lidj Jeassu, one of his brandsons, en- 
tered the capital on Sunday with great 


pomp. 

No. official confirmation. has been 
received here of the death of Menelik, 
who has on several previous occasions 
been reported dead. 

Prince Lidj Jcassu, who is said to 
have entered the Abyssinian capital as 
the new emperor, is only 17 years of 
ake, He was Selected some years ago 


He is a youth of great intelligence, 
son Of Ras Michael, a powerful prince 
and governor of three Abyssinian 
provinces, whose wife was Meneltk’s 
daughter. Lidj Jeassu speaks Eng- 
lish, French and German and has been 
instructed by European tutors, 

There have been many rumors dur- 
ing the past five years of Menelik's 
death. It was reported at one time 
that the fact was being suppressed 
and that the empress was conducting 


until Lidj Jeassu was old enough to 
take the government into his own 
hands. This was denied officially. At 
the beginning of last year Menelik 
was reported to be paralyzed below 
the waist and since then there has 
been uncertainty as to whether he was 
really dead or alive. 

The kingdom of Abyssinia has a 
population of 8,000,000 and possesses 
a powerful army. The political insti- 
tutions are feudal in character. 

There is a sort of state council, 
which possesses very little authority 
and a council] of ministers, with all 
the usual portfolios. Menelik became 
the supreme ruler in 1889.
